ordinary common sense and sold 
while the selling was good, instead 
of trying to corner wheat—a feat at 
which many smarter men, than the

* THE lesson’ shouldbe 
that the future of the West is ‘mined 
farming, and not a series of gambles 
in wheat. ‘Mixed farming, a protcct- 
ive tariff to cover agriculture and 
manufactures alike, and a home mar- 
ket of urban consumers that will 
rally round the tall chimneys, will 
set the West permanently on its 
feet, and it will not be pestering Ot- 
tawa so often to pay ‘or its mis- 
takes. 

Indeed, there is no more reason 
why Ottawa should pay for the 
West’s mistakes than it should Que- 
bee’s mistakes, or Ontario’s, or the 
Maritimes’, all of which, we observe, 
take tHe lean with the fat, and do 
not pull the poor mouth when there 
is a bad crop or a glut in the mar- 
ket. The time has come, we submit, 
when the West should rely on itself, 
stand up to the white.mam’s burden 
cease to ery over spilt milk, and one 
way and another act manfully. The 
West has been a petted and pamper- 
ed child for quite a long while now. 
It has arrived at years of discretion 
—though the operations of the Wheat 
Pool point in another direction—and 
it should be able to blow it’s own 
nose without borrowing a handker- 
chief from Ottawa. 

We hazard the guess that when 
this post-war world-has shaken down 
and all the water has been. drained 
off, wheat will stabilize at, perhtys, 
a dollar fifteen a bushel. At all 
events, the West should not bark on 
a tigger figure than that, and shoal 
adjust itself accordingly. Other 
prices will conform to the wheat le- 
vel, and the West will be as well off 
as ever it was—provided, of course, 
that it takes the lessons of the past 
to heart, and does not trust all its 
eggs to one basket.

Sales resistance may become 
stronger, the output may possibly 
diminish but no manufacturer would 
dream of skimping the quality of 
his product.. The machinery and the 
toels must be kept perfect and the 
craftemen efficient. _ Yet the sales- 
man, whether his place is on the 
road or behind the counter, is 
equipped with blunt tools if ‘‘the 
house” does not reinforce his effort 
with a vigorous advertising cam- 
paign. The very fact that sales re- 
sistance increases under certain 
conditions is all the more reason why 
it should be overcome by use of the 
advertising stimulant. 

Babson prescribes two main fact- 
ors for successful merchandising. 
Everyone knows there are more, but 
seemingly Babson considers these 
two so all-important that he qpes 
not take the others into his present 
considerations at all. They are first, 
a good product, and second, good ad- 
vertising. The first goes without 
saying. To the second he alludes as 
a vitalizing force, a key factor in 
mass distribution and mass produc- 
tion, a potential stabilizer of em- 
ployment, a creator of new  indus- 
tries and a foundation builder for fu- 
ture business growth. 

Nor is his counsel anent undim- 
inished vigor in advertising direct- 
ed only to the manufacturer and the 
distributor of nationally advertised 
lines. With emphasis he advises the 
retailer that now when he is in a 
position to enable the retail buyers 
te effect economies is: the very time 
when he should hold out these in- 
ducements by vigorous advertising. 
And, he says, ‘‘the best way to tell 
them is through the local news- 
papers.’’ 

Economic conditions are the cause 
of retrenchment all along the line 
from the primary producer to the 
ultimate consumer. From the. ven- 
dor’s point of view this retrench- 
ment naturally results in inereased 
sales resistance. The enterprising 
sales executive will not be content 
merely to wait for this obstacle to 
melt, but will attack it with the 
edged weapon of advertising. Roger
